Large Racks Taken In County; 
Fewer Hunters Than Last Year 


Overall hunting pressure in Crawford County was down 
from last year but some fairly large racks were taken in the 
county, said Ray Perez, wildlife biologist at the Grayling 
DNR field office. The largest rack reported was a 12-point 
coming from the Hartwick Pines area. 

Perez said the heaviest hunter concentration in the coun- 
ty occurred in the north part of the military artillery range. 
He said some areas had very few hunters and the number of 
hunting camps were also down this year. 

“Hunters were seeing very few deer on Opening Day,” 
Perez said. ‘‘And a lot of hunters left the woods early because 
of the warm weather so success was quite low on Opening 
Day.” 

Perez said after the first few days of the 1981 rifle season, 
hunting pressure was very low. 

“The last week of hunting was very slow with virtually no 
hunters in the woods,” he said. 

Beam diameters on racks - measured about one inch 
from the base - were larger this year reflecting the easy win- 
ter last year, he said. Most of the deer taken also were in good 
physical condition and showed plenty of stored body fat. 

Perez said hunting in neighboring Kalkaska County was 
similar to Crawford. The southeast part of that county had a 
lot of hunters with good success reported. Several large 
racks were taken there as well.

OF DAVID 
Romans 4:6-8 

King David of the Old 
Testament was justified just 
like Abraham before him. 
God imputed righteousness 
to his account apart from 
David’s works of obedience. 
“Even as David also 
describeth the blessedness of 
the man, unto whom God 
imputeth righteousness 
without works.’ Verse 6. 
David experienced the 
blessing of knowing God had 
declared him righteous on 
the basis of the righteous life 
of His son, the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and not upon the sin- 
ful life of David. 

David knew the joy of sins 
forgiven by a righteous and 
holy God. ‘Saying, Blessed 
are they whose iniquities are 
forgiven, and whose sins are 
covered.” Verse 7. David 
experienced the truth of 
Romans 3:23-26 “For all 
have sinned, and come short 
of the glory of God; Being 
justified freely by his grace 
through the redemption that 
is in Christ Jesus: Whom 
God hath set forth to be a 
propitiation through faith in 
his blood, to declare his 
righteousness for the 
remission of sins that are 
past, through the forbearan- 
ce of God; To declare, I say, 
at this time his righteous- 
ness: that he might be just, 
and the justifier of him 
which believeth in Jesus.”

He never 
lost his salvation. ‘‘Restore 
unto me the joy of thy salva- 
tion; and uphold me with thy 
free spirit.’’ Psalm 51:12. 
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Does this mean that once a 
person becomes justified by 
God that he can sin without 
any consequences? No, read 
God’s chastisement of David 
as promised in 2 Samuel 
12:9-14. David lost the faith- 
fulness of his own wives. His 
baby born to Bathsheba due 
to his sin, died. One of his 
sons Amnon raped his sister 
Tamar. David’s son Ab- 
salom then murdered his 
brother Amnon. Absalom 
tries to overthrow his father 
David’s throne and is killed 
during a battle by Joab, one 
of David’s servants. God’s 
promise of chastisement was 
fulfilled: ‘‘Now therefore the 
sword shall never depart 
from thine house; because 
thou has despised me, and 
hast taken the wife of Uriah 
the Hittite to be thy wife.’’ 2 
Samual 12:10. A Christian is 
justified for all eternity, but 
he will reap now the effects 
of sin sown in this life. (adv.)

With less than three weeks 
remaining in the 1981 legislative 
session, there is much to be done in a 
short period of time to make the fall 
session a success. 

Although economic development 
for the state was listed as a top 
priority for the session, partisan 
bickering has taken over and politics 
now cannot be separated from the 
work that needs to be done. 

The session has broken down to 
charges and counter-charges bet- 
ween the Republican administration 
and the Democratic Legislature. 

Top on everyone’s hit parade was 
a rewriting of the state’s workers 
compensation act which, due to cost, 
has placed Michigan in a competi- 
tive disadvantage with neighboring 
states when competing for new 
business and industry and even in 
trying to keep existing ones in the 
state. 

The latest action came in the 
Senate, where on a series of partisan 
votes, a_ series of Republican- 
sponsored bills were diverted to a 
position on the calendar where 
Republicans would have to come up 
with six Democratic votes even to 
place them in a_ position for 
discussion. 

Governor William G. Milliken 
called the action irresponsible and a 
step backward in the effort to 
reform the system. 

Senate Democrats, meanwhile, 
said the Republican bills were scut- 
tled so they could introduce their 
own bills to address the abuse prob- 
lems instead of removing deserving 
people from the system. 

Milliken, who had urged the 
Legislature to have the bills before 
one house prior to the Thanksgiving 
recess, chastised the leadership for 
its inaction on the package he 
labelled as the single most impor- 
tant issue to ever come before the 
Legislature. 

“This whole week has been a

charade...Senate Democrats, with 
some notable exceptions, have ap- 
proved a procedure which will not 
only continue to stall consideration 
of critical workers compensation 
reform legislation but actually 
represents a step backward. Their 
every move has been directed at pre- 
venting any progress on this issue,” 
he charged. 

Milliken said he would continue to 
take the message to the public in 
hopes enough pressure would be put 
on the Legislature to force action 
over objections of labor organiza- 
tions. 

The governor’s proposal would 
require a review of an injured worker 
receiving benefits after 150-weeks 
and requalify the worker for further 
employment if he or she would take 
a similar job paying no less than 80 
percent of the waging being received 
at the time of the injury. 

Also, the proposal calls for coordi- 
nation of benefits that would reduce 
workers comp benefits by the 
amount being received from any 
supplemental income due to the in- 
jury. 

Democrats, meanwhile, feel 
workers will take the brunt of the 
reform with a reduction in benefits 
and then requalify for work even if 
jobs aren’t available. 

Also, Democrats feel a major 
abuse is being perpetrated by in- 
surance companies who they think 
are premium gouging. Their im- 
mediate solution is to mandate, by 
legislation, a 20 percent reduction in 
insurance premiums. 

Milliken counters saying a simple 
insurance premium cut is simply not 
dealing with the issue and would not 
solve the state’s problems. 

With such differences going into 
the final weeks, it appears unlikely 
there will be real reform in workers 
comp this year. Each side remains 
hopeful, but differences are big and 
time is short.

Nationwide, thousbands of 
agencies and community 
organizations that are 
dedicated to delivering ser- 
vices to people in need, could 
not meet their goals without 
the help of RSVP. The tre- 
mendous flexibility of RSVP 
means many helping roles 
are available for older 
Americans, depending on 
physical capacity, experien- 
ce and interest. 

Some areas of service pre- 
sently being met by seniors 
are: Advocacy - Senior 
volunteers are playing their 
part by informing citizens of 
their rights, disseminating 
information about services 
and by guiding citizens 
through the maze of regula- 
tions and agencies that con- 
trol these services. 

By becoming involved in 
these projects, seniors 
become increasingly impor- 
tant in effecting a change in 
the “‘system”’. 

Independent living has 
become an obtainable goal 
for increasing numbers of 
the disabled and elderly, as 
more and more provisions 
are made to allow them to 
live comfortably without 
relying on institutions or in- 
stitutionalized care.

thly service hours. 
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research made up 60 pages 
of a 300 page case study 
published in 1979. He found 
the system to be seriously 
lacking in adaptations for 
the disabled. By working 
with mass transit officials, 
he helped in making the 
rapid transit more  ac- 
cessible to disabled persons. 

In Michigan, the RSVP of 
Wayne County is sponsored 
by the Catholic Services. 
This is the largest RSVP in 
the state with 2,000 active 
volunteers and 40,000 mon- 


In 1978, with a mini-grant 
from ACTION, they set up a 
program to train volunteers 
as paraprofessional com- 
munity energy workers who 
would concentrate on educa- 
tion, and home energy audits 
in low income communities. 
100 volunteers spent 20 hours 
in training, plus 20 hours of 
supervised practice. After 
their training, volunteers 
committed themselves to 160 
hours of active service, help- 
ing low income communities 
fight rising energy costs. 

Wayne County also has 
initiated a program called 
JACS. (Joint Action Com- 
munity Service) Volunteers 
work with youths, ages 16- 
21, who have dropped out of 
school and/or job corp. They 
are tutored and helped to get 
their high school GED and 
some to get further educa- 
tion plus trained in job inter- 
view techniques, how to 
dress for interviews, help in 
filling out job applications, 
and finding areas of their 
skills and interest.

1. Why do Crawford-AuSable Schools have a higher 
millage rate than Roscommon, Houghton Lake, and Gaylord, 
but our spending rate per student is lowest in the area? 

It is true that Crawford-AuSable Schools have the highest 


development in Crawford County, citizen tax dollars account 
for more school dollars spent. Neighboring counties have 
much greater industrial or residential revenues and can rely 
less on millage. Better schools in these areas can stimulate 
even more business growth and dollars. 

2. How can teachers justify a 5% raise when everyone 
else is facing a wage freeze and Frederic school was closed to 


balance the budget? 


Contrary to the idea that ‘everyone else’s wages were 
frozen’, few workers in Crawford County did not receive a 
raise this year. A survey of the largest employers in Craw- 
ford County shows the following: Mercy Hospital employees 
received a 7% average raise plus dental insurance; state 
employees received a 9% raise; county employees received a 
7% and city employees a 10% raise; military employees 
received a 5% raise in base salary and a 14% raise for week- 
end drill and summer camp. Teachers and administrators, in 
fact, did not receive a large wage increase. Most employees 
paid by tax dollars received a raise greater than teachers’ 
and administrators raises. Moreover, Paul Lerg, Assistant 
Superintendent, states that with 25 teachers laid off, the 
budgeted amount spent on teachers’ salaries is smaller this 


year than last. 


3. How do Crawford-AuSable School District’s teachers 
salaries compare to neighboring communities? Aren’t our 


teachers’ paid more? 


The Crawford-AuSable School District is 391st out of 529 
school districts in average salary; 390 districts have higher 
average salaries and 149 districts pay less. Gaylord, Ros- 
common, Houghton Lake and Kalkaska have higher average 
salaries than the Crawford-AuSable schools.

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To Alaska 
.wand Back 


snowcapped mountains and 
breathtaking glaciers, a 
lost land accessible 
primarily by bush plane and 
less so by four-wheelers, 
with a climate in which the 
sun doesn’t rise at certain 
times of year and barely sets 
at others, a locale where the 
Northern Lights are so 
common that native inhabi- 
tants take them for granted. 
uch images draw 
thousands of curious, adven- 
turous dreamers to Alaska 
each year, some looking for 
a place to live, but more just 
wanting to see ‘Seward’s 
Folly” for themselves. Such 
images drew me to Alaska. 

Alaska can be reached by 
land, by sea, or by air, and 
the volume of traffic in- 
creases rapidly as our nor- 
thernmost state finds itself 
being heavily promoted as 
the place to go. Tourism 
joins fishing and logging as 
Alaska’s version of ‘‘The Big 
Three’’. It’s yet to be seen 
how a land that has already 
hosted a gold rush and a 
black gold (oil) rush will 
fare with this new people 
rush. 

Traveling by land, I heard 
many horror stories about 
the Alcan (Alaska-Canada 
Highway), the main road in- 
to Alaska. Canadian camp- 
grounds echo with accounts 
of tire-eating rocks and 
suspension-shattering chuck 
holes, etc. A front hood 
screen is a mandatory item, 
needed to repel stones 
kicked up by other vehicles. 
The few bicyclists seen along 
the way are hardy (or fool- 
hardy) souls, indeed, 
braving blinding dust as well 
as the flying rocks, and they 
risk falling prey to mudholes 
rufmored to have swallowed 
huge semis whole. This is all 
part of the adventure, of 
course, and numerous road 
crews are seen clearing 
forests and rebuilding high- 
ways, signaling changes that 
will cause tales of the Alcan 
to soon become legends of 
the past. 

For most of my journey 
west from Jasper National 
Park, British Columbia, I 


took the Stewart-Cassiar . 


Highway, a southern bipass 
route that joins the Alcan 
near its midway point in the 
Yukon. Besides being easier 
on vehicles, the Stewart- 
Cassiar passes near Hyder, 
the southernmost Alaskan 
town accessible by road. 
Thus, after a few weeks of 
travel, I finally entered 
Alaska, walking across the 
border from Stewart, B.C., 
and down the main (and 
only) road into town. 

No larger than Frederic, 
Michigan, Hyder’s notoriety 
comes from its unique loca- 
tion and from the unusual 
challenge at its First Chan- 
ce-Last Chance Saloon (the 
sign reads “First Chance 
Saloon” when you enter and 
“Last Chance Saloon” when 
you leave). Each visitor is 
invited to staple a dollar bill 
with his name on it to a wall 
or ceiling, and he is reward- 
ed with a flaming drink that 
tests his mettle. I defered, 
but estimated that there 
were over 20,000 bills stapled 
up, representing several 
nationalities and over 20,000 
hangovers. 

I was pleased to find a U.S. 
Post Office in Hyder, 
because Canadian  mail- 
carriers were striking at the 
time. After a brief hike 
through town and a visit to 
the post office, I left Hyder, 
noticing on my way out the 
border guard’s siren, which 
seemed to be in constant use, 
as many drivers, freshly 
‘“Hyderized” at the Last 
Chance Saloon, were passing 
by the custom’s checkpoint 
without stopping. 

Heading due north from 
Stewart, I stopped to view 
my first glacier up close, and 
I even filled an empty cooler 
with small chunks of ice that 
had washed ashore. The ice 
took several days to melt, 
and later I learned that 
glacial pressures cause the 
ice to compress to several 


‘times the density of surface 


ice. It’s nature’s way of 
helping the traveler keep 
food fresh longer.

community. 

Gorman first served on the 
board from 1953 to 1963 and 
then again from 1969 to 1981. 
At the dinner Tuesday atten- 
ded by more than 30 friends 
and family members along 
with social service and coun- 
ty officials, Gorman 
received a plaque from the 
Social Services Board and 
was honored by the county 
board of commissioners. 

Besides serving on the 
social services board, Gor- 
man, a native of Grayling, is 
well known to residents for 
her more than 45 years of 
service as a nurse. 

She graduated from a 
xrayling Mercy Hospital 
nursing program in 1921 and 
later helped set up the first 
polio clinic in Grayling. She 
became a public health nur- 
se for the area and also was 
a well-liked school nurse for 
eight years who did 
everything from fighting a 
whooping cough epidemic to 
passing out milk and 
vitamins to school athletes. 

Although Gorman retired 
as public health nurse in 1969 
and no longer serves on the 
social services board, she 
remains on the Commission 
on Aging and does volunteer 
work for the Crawford Coun- 
ty Historical Society. 

Gorman was also Centen- 
nial Queen in 1972 and is 
proudly a member of the 
Grayling High School Alum- 
ni Association. She had to 
leave high school to go to 
work but returned years 
later to earn her degree and 
receive her diploma the 
same year her son Clayton 
received his from GHS.
